The Negro as an Element of Power. 

The bill for the admission of Arkansas 
under the new Constitution has passed the 
lower Branch of Congress. This Consti- 
tution disfranchises nearly all of the whites 
and gives the State over totho rulo o( the 
blacks. Though declnred to be republican 
in form, it takes away from the State its 
highest and dearest rights. The bill was 
passed under the operation of the gag law 
and with little discussion. The opponents 
of it were not allowed to demonstrate its 
injustice and to drag to light the infamous 
frauds by which it was imposed upon an 
unresisting and defenseless people. The 
States of North anil South Carolina, Geor- 
gia and Louisiana and indeed nil the South- 
ern States, will be received with Constitu- 
tions equally odious and oppressive. The 
old scheme of reconstruction is too slow. 
It has been abandoned as a failure and the 
process of a summary restoration is now 
adopted. 

The side purpose of bringing in the 
States by Congressional enactment, is to 
confer political power upon the negro and 
to count the vote of the States where he is 
supreme in the next electorrl college. That 
the Radical policy is to make the negroes 
« permanent element of political power 
is now apparent. They have been advanc- 
ing step by step. First civil equality was 
demanded and given their wards, now po- 
litical equality is asked, and the next step 
will bo unconditional social equality. It 
is becoming a grave matter as to the duty 
of the Democratic party on tho question 
of negro supremacy. The States West 
and North are largely interested in its so- 
lution. The Radicals are to secure their 
hold on power by having tho negro electo- 
ral vote of the South cast for their candi- 
date at the Presidential election in Novem- 
ber next. Tho South is powerless to op 
pose this enormity. The broad issuo is 
shall the African he allowed to rulo the 
Saxon? Shall a President elected by ne- 
groes be allowed to take his sent? Shall 
tho wishes of the white men be disregarded 
and their liberties stripped from them by 
ft plan which recognizes permanent supre- 
macy in the barbarians of the Sonth? — 
Something mnst be done and that speedi- 
ly. We see a suggestion made, and think 
it a good one, that the National Conven- 
tion which meets in New Yoik on 4th 
July, take grounds that tho Democratic 
party of the nation will notallow the elec- 
toral vote to bo counted in those States 
where the negroes hold the reins of gov- 
ernment and control the States; that thov 
will resist by foreo the inauguration of any 
Pmsidentnot elected by the votes of white 
men. 

The time for decision has come. The 
people demand bold and firm action. If 
we hold onr peace nntil these States are 
all admitted with their negro constitutions 
and raise no voice against the impending 
outrage foreshadowed clearly by our oppo- 
nents, the calamity will be npon ns before 
wc are aware of it and find ns unprepared.

Impeachment. 

On Snturday last, the Senate voted on 
the eleventh article of Impeachment and 
the result was the acquittal of the Presi- 
dent. Tho vote stood, yeas 35, nays 19. 
The seven Republicans who voted with the 
Democrats were. Grimes, Fessenden, Fow- 
ler, Henderson, Trumbull, Ross and Van 
N\ inkle. These men who dared to do 
right under the strongest party pressure, 
deserve to bo and will he held in lasting 
remembrance. The confident and over- 
bearing Radicals are in great distress.

Federal Prisoners. 

The present Congress have spared no 
effort to foment ill-will and keep alive 
hostility between North an 1 South. On 
no occasion have they been willing to do 
an act of justice and magnanimity to the 
unfortunate people not now allowed to be 
heard in the national councils. The treat- 
ment of Federal soldiers by the Confeder- 
ate authorities has been a fertile theme for 
Radical comment for several years. News- 
papers have written and illustrated with 
pictures of skeletons and legislators have 
declaimed about the inhumanity and cruel- 
ty of tile keepers of Southern prisons. — 
Clerical curs have yelped in the demoniac 
chorus of slander, falsehood and calumny- 
The South has published her justification 
and the world believes it. Shortly after 
the close of the war, the Federal Commis- 
sioner of exchange gave a true history of 
the reasons why Federal soldiers were al- 
lowed to languish and perish in Andcrson- 
villo and other prisons. No denial was 
published of his statement. Both Federal 
and Confcde-ate accounts establish the fact 
incontestably that tho South proposed re- 
peatedly to exchange man for man, and 
their offer was rejected because such ex- 
change wonl-1 reernit the rebel armies. — 
Men were so plenty in the North that, in 
the estimation of Stanton and Grant, the 
starvation and death of a few thousand 
was a matter of small consequence. It is 
also an indisputable fact that when the 
Sonth found lie-self unable to supply the 
necessities of her prisoners and to rescue 
them from the perils of inevitable suffer- 
ing and want, she then, through her ac- 
credited agents, offered to surrender the 
prisoners on the condition that the United 
States government would simply furnish 
transportation for the diseased, disabled 
and starving veterans whom the fortunes of 
war had thrown into confinement, an 1 this 
proposal was rejected for the reason that 
it would do the Federal armies no good, 
but would improvish and cripple the South 
by the consumption of her scanty resour 
ces. The armies and people of the South 
were in want of lood and necessaries. — 
Such as they had, was cheerfully shared 
with their captives. Their vindication 
from brutality and cruelty is complete. — 
They have had their trial at the bar of pub- 
lic opinion, and on the uncontradicted evi- 
dence of Federal officers of the highest dis- 
tinction have been discharged from all 
blame. Since this decision the people 
have been demanding that the responsi- 
bility be fixed. They want to know why 
their soldiers were left to starvation and 
fingering death. Every effort to secure 
an investigation has failed. A measure 
looking to this was voted down a few days 
since in Congress by the decisive vote of 
neatly two to one, and why? Because 
ivhen an inquiry is made and the whole 
subject sifted to the bottom, it will fasten 
the infamy where it belongs. It will dam- 
age fortified Secretaries of V\’ar and Radi- 
cal aspirants for President. It will throw 
the odium and disgrace and bnibarity 
where it properly belongs. It will excul- 
pate tho Confederate government and im- 
plicate men high in authority. 

The Radicals disregarding every consid- 
eration but party success, may dodge and 
postpone the investigation, but it will be 
made. In their strength they may table 
resolutions of inquiry, but the time is 
coming when the history of the exchange 
of prisoners of war between the two bel- 
ligerents will he written out in full on the 
public records of the nation, and when the 
fiendish barbarity of commanders of Fed- 
eral armies will be exposed.

Not one young naan in fifty knows the 
•value of live minutes — not the general 
value as it used to be talked to us in school, 
when we appreciated time only as it divid- 
ed us from, our marbles or our game of 
ball. We mean the actual value of five 
minutes as appreciated by the men who 
has accustomed himself to save every five 
minutes which lie has an opportunity to 
Waste— -the actual value as seen at the end 
•of a year in which not more than live min- 
utes a day have been saved in gaining in- 
formation. 

“How shall I save five minutes?” By 
ft few weeks’ course of discipline, during 
which a habit of turning to a hook, when- 
ever one has nothing else to do, is formed. 

This habit is worth more to a young man 
than even the habit of devoting half an 
hour a day to reading, of which we spoke 
yesterday. The stronger the habit grows 
the more time will there ho saved. 

We do not mean that it is well to have 
a hook near tho connting-desk. On the 
contrary, we believe that in business hours 
nothing but business should bo attended 
to% By dividing the attention little is 
gained in the way of literary information, 

•and everything is lost in the way of busi- 
ness promptness.

ing, there are very many times in which 
there is a spare five minutes, and which 
is usually spent in thinking of business or 
staring into the fire. Now it is no exertion 
to take up a hook and to read, but a per- 
son who has not acquired the habit of do- 
ing so never thinks of tho thing except 
at stated periods, or when lie has abnnd 
anco of time and wishes to kill some of it 
A person who has acquired this valuable 
habit takes up a hook unconsciously, lie 
acquires information without realizing 
that he is doing so, and without the least 
exertion. 

Acquire this habit, then, reader, if yon 
have not already done so. It will require 
some exertion at first, but it will soon 
become like other habits, second nature. 

Yon will then -be constantly accumulating 
knowledge. Your mind will ho growing 
■hi childhood. Remember, pick tip a book, 
open it, if you only look at its title page 
or a preface, and are obliged to close it — 
everywhere — at all times — subject, of 
•course, to the demands ol business and the 
rules of propriety.
